EUGENE V. DEBS PAYS HIS RESPECTS TO £ 

CAPITALISM'S SOILED ERMINE. ^ 

THAT THE COURT of law is administered in the interest of the capitalist 
class as agamst the working class is one of the self-evident facts of modeng 
society. 

It is of course conceded that now and then the workers get the benefit g|^ 
a decision of no consequence and that on occasion even a case of seeming im¬ 
portance is decided in their favor, but this signifies little, as we shall see, and 
does not impeach the integrity of the general proposition. 

Class rule is the fruit of class government and class government is based 
upon class ownership ot productive capital or private property in the sources 
and means of production. 

Class rule of course implies class society and a class struggle. The class in 
power in modem dvilixed nations, the capitalists, rule in their own interest 
and to this end the courts, the army and navy, the militia and police, tb9 
school and church, in short, all departments of government and all social in* 
stitutions are simply the branches and ofishoots of the tree of capitalisu^ 
that is rooted in class ownership of the resources of life. 

With the regularity and precision of clock-work the "decisions” and 
"opinions” are ticked off and "banded down" by the courts to protect tbq 
interests and serve the purposes of the ruling class. This does not mean that 
judges are any more venal or corrupt than other men,, hut simply that like 
the hands of the clock they respond with automatic regularity to the ma> 
chioery that controls their movements. 

The lower courts, dependent directly upon*tbe popular vote, are moved to 
vary the program with sn occasional "glad band” to labor, hut if there ia any 
substance in such ai "oil” decision it is quickly snatched by the supreme 

court, to which it ia always appealed in the full confidence that the higher 
tnbunal, far above the sway of popular passion, will quickly set aside tho 
ruling of the inferior court, that there may be no friction between thg 
capitalist machine and its judicial functiona 

The favorable decision below vindicates the integrity of the court and 
satisfies "the people,” while the action of the higher court safeguards the in¬ 
terests of the ruling class; and so all is serene and the fleecing of the workeri^ 
legally sanctioned, continues as before. 

The Kansas man, asked about the prohibition law in that state, said it 
worked like a charm. Said he: "The prohibitionists have the law and the 
other fellows have the whiskey; what more do you want?” 

In the meantime the press, the politicians and the preachers, the tripU 
echo of the ruling class, roll their eyes heavenward and thank God for pre¬ 
serving the sanctity of our courts, the safeguard of the Republic. 

The confidence of the workers in the purity of the courts of their cz« 
ploiting masters must under all circumstances remain unshaken. The subject 
is really too sacred to be questioned. The solemn judgo in his spotless ermine 
must not be profaned by the vulgar Ups of the common rabble; and he who 
is base enough to assail the sanctity of the "Bench” and queition the infalli¬ 
bility of the wigs and gowns it shelters is guilty of treason and a menace to 
the country. 

There is no greater sham, no more stupendous fraud than the alleged 
divioty of our present judicul institutions. Supported by the revenue wiung 
from the working class, they serve as instruments to keep that class in servile 
subjection to their masters. 

The stinging arraignment of Charles Sumner during the anti-slavery agita¬ 
tion, ^re«.ltiDg the crimes of the courts in ancient as well as modem Umes. 
and showing that they had ahrayt been the bnlwarka of tyranny ana the 
obetructOTs of progresa, ia one of the claasics of our laafoagt. 

The courts, aye, the courts of the land must be held in reverence and awe 
by the workingmen who are shorn by them, or, at least, kept in law-abiding 
submission while the shearing it being done. 

When the average workingman is brought into the presence of a judge he 
approaches that august fetich with all the meakness and humility of a sinner 
at the bar of judgment. 

An awful hush falls upon the scene. I have studied it closely, especially 
as the old bailiff, in convening the federal court, used to explain: "God saves 
this honorable court.” 

That settled it for the crowd and they scarcely breathed during the 
solemn rites of the farcial performance. 

Judges are elected mainly by the serfs of the capitalist class. What 
sensible man expects them to do other than serve their masters, precisely ss 
do the serfs who elected them at the behest of the same masters? 

The recent decision of the Circuit Conrt of Appeals in the celebrated 
"Merger” proceeding has been exploited by the capitalist press as a great 
victory for the people. Roosevelt smiles and bows, the people applaud and 
throw up their hats, another term at the White House it insured and Jim Hill 
and Arch-bishop Ireland wink the other eye. 

WMl the anti-merger decisicn, which, by the way, is not yet final, as the, 
supreme court has still to r*ss upon it, compel the Pacific roads to "compete” 
agamst each other and lower passenger rates and freight tariffs in the interest 
of the people? 

Will not their owners co-operate in holding up the people just as if they 
were united under a tingle corporation title? 

Of what possible interest it the decision to the working class who own no 
railroad shares and have no hand in the atockfaolders' game of freeze-out? 

What crumb of comfort can they extract from this so-called cruahing blow 
at corporate power? 

Isn't it all blow and no crush?—fine bait to catch political suckers? 

Every judge on the federal bench to-day district, circuit and supreme, with 
but a single exception, is a trained and tuccestful corporation attorney, and 
instinctively subservient tc corporate interests. 

That exception is Henry Clay Caldwell, the last surviving appolntmeut of 
President Lincoln, and he is a Socialist and hat announced his determination 
to retire from the bench, 1 doubt not from Kniples of integrity, for he ia a 
pure and conscientious, man. 

And still, our trsde union leaders, for the most part, sanction the labor 
lobby that hangs around the ragged edge of capitalistic legislation to beg like 
a mendicant for what it ought to command like a man; and when now and 
then it receives a legislative crum, it ia snatched away by the judicial tentacle 
of the capitalist devil-fish.

Today tbe machine, which is but an improved and more developed tool 
of production, !■ owned by the capitalisU and not by tbe workers Tbia owner- 
ahip enables tbe capiUlists to control tbe product snd keep the workers depend¬ 
ent upon them. ^ I 

Private ownenbip of tbe means of production and diatrlbution is responsible 
for the ever-incresfing uncertainty of livelihood and the poverty and xnlaery of 
tbe working clses,'^nd it divides society into two hostile clsss ee -the capiuliats 
and wage-workera. The once powerful middle class is rapidly disappearing in tbe 
mill of competition. Tbe struggle is now between the capitalist class and the 
working claae. The possession of the means of livelihood gives to the capitalists 
the control of the government, tbe press, the pulpit and tbe acboola, and ena¬ 
bles them to reduce the workingmen to a state of intellectual, physical and social 
inferiority, political.subservience and virtual alavery. 

Tbe economic Interesta of tbe capitalist class dominate our entire social 
system; tbe H? 0 S of the working class are recklessly sacrificed for profit, wars 
are fomented nations, Indiecriminate slaughter is encouraged and the 

destruction of inKW-rices is sanctioned in order that the a*pltalista may ex¬ 
tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhance tUeir eupremacy at home. 

But the same economic causes which developed capitalism are leading to 
Socialism, which will abolish both tbe capitalist class and the class of wage¬ 
workers.

While we declare that the development of economic conditiona tends to the 
overthrow of the capitalist system, we recognise that the time and manner of the 
transition to Socialiam also depends upon the stage of development reached by 
the proletariat. Wc, therefore, consider it of the utmost importance for tha 
Socialist party to support all active efforts of the working class to better its 
condition and to elect Socialiate to political officet, in order ti- facilitate tbe at¬ 
tainment of this end. 

As such means we advocate: 

X. The collective ownerebip of all means of tranaportation and commuiuca- 
tion and all other public utilities as well as of all industries controlled by 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such iuduatriee to 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property of the capitalist class, but to be 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shortening of the houre of labor 
of the employee, to the improvement of the eervice and diminishing the rates to 
tbe consumers. 

The progressive reduction of the hours of labor and the increase of wagee 
In order to decrease the share of the capitalist and Increase tbe share of the 
worker in the product of labor. 

3 . State or national insurance of working people In case of accideota, lack or 
employment, sickness and want in old age; the funds for this purpose to be fur¬ 
nished by the government and to be administered under the control of the work¬ 
ing class. 

4 The inauguration of a s^’stem of public industries, public credit to be used 
for that purpose in order that the workers be secured the full product of their 

labor. , .4 a 

5 . The education of all children up to the age of 18 years, and state and mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. • 

б . Equal civil and political rights for men and women. 

7 . The initiative and referendum, proportional representation and the right 
of recall of representatives by their constituents. 

But in advocating these measurer, as steps in the overthrow of capitalism 
and the establiahment of the co-operative commonwealth, we warn the workinf 
class against the eo-called public ownership movements as an attempt of thi 
capitalist class to secure governmental control of public utilities for the purpose 
of obtaining greater secuiity in the exploitation of other industries and not for 
the amelioration of the conditions of tbe working class.

This Jlrs. Corbin is president of the Society for the Prevention of 
Woman Suffrage, a paper organization, which seeks to keep woman in 
her place as a household drudge and a mere property of the man she is 
wedded to. It.is an organization prompted by the spirit of the Park 
Ages. Mrs. Corbin lives in Chicago and was recently made a public 
laughing stock of, by a woman writer, who visiteii her home and told 
what a slovenly housekeeper she was. Evidently she wants to keep 
other women harnessed to domestic slavciy, but prefers for her own 
part, to spend hep time in public work. 

Mrs. Corbin savs; “Our government was built upon the foundation 
of equal rights to all before the law.”But her caliber may be sepn from 
the fact that she doea not consider women finite human enough to 
participate in those governmental riglits. .She wants women to lio 
governed without a voice in the matter. Similarly, along with the 
capitalists and the church, she wants the eifploitation, the plundering of 
tiie wage workers to go on, so that tliere may be a rich cla.«a and a 
poor class. 

The fact that both the capitalists and the eliurch have taken her up 
at the same time means simply that tiie trail of -the capitalistic servant 
is over the ehnteh and that it is in ieagne with tlio fellows who are 
getting rotten rich by the legai confiscation of the proiluets of tiie 
workers, under what is known as the competitive wage system. 

LABOR IS A WARE IN THE MARKET. THE PRICE OF
